Death of General G. W. C. Lee. 


On the I H l h insl. at his home, "Kavensworlh,'1 in Burke, 


Virginia, there passed lo his reward one of the most scholarly 
and amiable men and brilliant soldiers Ilia! the "Old Domin- 
ion" ever gave lo Hie world. George Washington Cuslis l.ee 
was the oldest son of the'late General Robert I:, l.ee and, like 
his distinguished father, was graduated with high honors from 
West Puinl. 
Although his father made an awful mistake in 


thinking that his duly to his^late was paramount to his obli- 
gations to Hie genera! government no one then, or al a Inler 
day, questioned his sincerity, however much his judgment was 
at fault. 
The subject of Ihis sketch naturally followed his 


father's fortunes in the army of Northern Virginia and rose by 
sheer merit lo the rank of major general. 
It should be said 


here that both father and son had greatly distinguished them- 
selves as military engineers before the outbreak of the Civil 
war and in the cause of the Confederacy each made good the 
promise of earlier and happier days. 
In I M 7 I the son suc- 


ceeded his father as President of Washington and I.ee Univer- 
sity, and served as such until 
IS97, when he resigned, 


became president-emeritus ami retired lo his beautiful country 
home, "Ravcnsworth." 
Here he passed Hie remainder of his 


days among the books he loved so well and far removed from 
the political turmoil which he detested. About a year ago he 
fell and bi;okc his hip and had been con lined to his home ever 
since, the end coming on Tuesday, in the eighly-lirst year of 
his age. 
General l.ee, who was a direct descendant of Martha 


Washington, was of a singularly unobtrusive and retiring, but 
most lovable disposition, as the writer knows from a warm 
friendship of over forty years, and al his bier Civil war vet- 
erans, North and South, can clasp hands in a genuine fraternity 
of spirit forgetting the dilTerences of the past and pressing for- 
ward unitedly in support of Ihis grand union of States.
